GRAIN MARKET HAS

SUFFEREfjnELAPSE

Wheat Led the Downward

Procession, but Drop in

Corn Was Greatest.

CHICAGO. Jan. 23. Snow that acted
as a blanket for winter crops went far
today toward removing dread of threat-
ened Injury by a cold wave. Largely as
a result the wheat market closed weak,
in to Sc under last night. Corn finished
hftlc to 3c down and oats off a shade.
In provisions the outcome was an ad-
vance of 7c to 12i15c net.

It waa not until hear tho end of the
session that the bulls lost control of
wheat. The fact had thon become ap-
parent that over wide areas of autumn-sow- n

grain snowfalls wore preceding the
expocted drop in temperature. Buying
enthusiasm, however, was already on
tho obb because of signs that tho cold
would not bo long continued or unusually
severo and because of disappointment
at tho stoppago of export inquiry.

News that Baltimore export houses
wore offering to resell wheat at Jc un-
der tho prices- - at which iHst week hard
winter grades wore bought In Chicago
for ocean shipment had a depressing ef-
fect on tho market here. On tho other
hand, word camo after tho close that
somo rellof was at hand In tho form
of a greatly reduced freight rato on
wheat milled In transit for export by
wav of Kansas City to the gulf.

Big houses which ha'e been actlvobuyers of corn switched to the selling
sldo In tho last hour today. Receipts
were much over the estlmato and therewero assertions that damage In Argen-
tina had been vastly exaggerated.

Oats eased off with corn. Reports
that tho yield of oats in Argentina wouldbe small and of poor quality had a bull-
ish Influence, however, during the firsthalf of tho day.
